[It was the practice of barbarism to imprison. 
or kill the fallen enemy leader, but it has never been 
the practice of civilization. It is abhorrent to civiliza- 
tion, not less abherrent than the brutalities of war. 

Without in any degree mitigating the offenses 
against civilization that are charged to William, they 
are moral and political offenses, not legal crimes. There 
is no specific international law under which he can be 
tried on criminal charges and no existing tribunal hav- 
ing jurisdiction in any case of this kind. The law to 
cover his offense would have to be formed and adopted 
and the tribanal for his trial would have to be created. 
William's conviction and punishment under such a law 
and in such a tribunal would be ex-post facto, which is 
obnoxious to every principle of justice and law. 

The sinking of the Lusitania, which was the worst of 
the German Government's sea crimes, was designated 
by us as moral murder and a violation of international 
law yet we did not regard it as a crime to be punished 
under any form of law. We did not even declare war 
on account of it, but accepted Germany's excuses and 
promises of reparation and reform as satisfactory. 

History wodld pronounce a trial of the ex-Emperor 
w ghastly farce. It would condemn without measure his 
trial under the laws and in a land of an enemy nation.

an impartial trial? As well turn a man accused of mur- 
der over to the family and friends of his victim for im- 
partial trial. The mockery of such a proceeding would 
savor of hypodritical diabolism. 

If the allies| are determined to punish the ex-Kaiser. 
let them scize |him by force or strategy and execute him 
in avowed retaliation and punishment for his moral 
and political crimes. Let us not be guilty of the shame- 
tul hypocrisy of resorting to a pretext of law and a 
pretense of fair trial. Talk of indicting and trying Ger- 
many’s civil and military leaders for crimes committed 
in war, or of punishing men who committed war offenses 
under their orders is foolish and futile. So is all talk 
ol revenge upon and «unusual punishment of the whole 
German people for supporting the war under the 
Kaiser's despotic rule. 

Retribution lies in defeat with its humiliations and 
sufferings, its burdens of loss, indemnity and repara- 
tion. Woe to the vanquished under civilization is not 
embodied in slaughter and captivity, but in the disasters 
of defeat and the burdens of financial and economic 
penalties. 

In the case of the ex-Emperor the greater retribution 
lies in life rather than death—life with the fall of his 
empire, the destruction of his dynasty, the blasting of 
his ambition and hopes and, worse than all. the loss of 
human respect and*sympathy. Eternal justice is wonk- 
ing in his case. 

Let William Hohenzollern remain in the custody of 
Holland and let us build on the ruins of Kaiserism and 
militarism a humaner civilization with laws against 
international crimes and tribunals with power to en- 
force them.

It is futile be- 
cause no man knows today what shape these new 
conditions will take. The only practical course, 
therefore, is to consider the few certain factors 
of the situation and attempt to forecast their 
probable effects on the undetermined future of 
labor. 

The process of demobilization itself need not 
be examined in detail, for vitally important 
though it will be in its relation to the great labor 
problems, its effect will be temporary rather than 
enduring. Moreover, it is practically certain that 
the period of demobilization will be a period of 
trade prosperity, and consequently of work for 
everyone in Great Britain. It is true that there 
will be unexampled industrial dislocation. ‘ Great 
factories will be converting their plants from war 
purposes to peace purposes, a process that will 
inevitably involve temporary restriction of out- 
put. Hundreds of thousands of workers of both 
sexes will be called off munitions and left to find 
some fresh field of employment. Altogetler, 
not fewer than 8,000,000 manual workers are likely 
to be demanding new places in industry. 


That is a prodigious transference of labor, but 
it justifies no immediate fears of unemployment. 
It will take all the efforts of all the workers to 
make up the leeway of the past four years. In 
the first place, there will be the wastage of war 
to replace. The reconstitution of Belgium and 
Northern France, the manufacture of machinery 
and tools and rolling stock for Serbia and Ru- 
mania and Russia will fall largely to the work- 
ers of Great Britain. 

But apart from all that the home needs will 
be enormous. The railways have deteriorated 
seriously, and it will take years of repair and 
new construction to restore the old level ef effi- 
ciency. A housing program that will provide for 
the building of at least 600,000 dwellings is a uni- 
versally recognized necessity. The production of 
furniture has fallen hopelessly behind the de- 
mand, and here again it will be years before the 
lost ground is made up, particularly when the 
needs of France and Belgium are borne in mind. 
The catelogue might be lengthened almost indefi- 
nitely. 

Shipyards, mines, textile factories, all will be 
bidding against one another for their tale of 
workers. Provided, therefore, that the necessary 
materials are available—a matter on which, un- 
fortunately, there is some room for misgiving— 
the evils of unemployment should not be added,

HE recent announcement of A. Bonar Law,

Reverting to the four categories of matters 
which may be made the legal bases for settlement 
of claims against Germany and her allies, these 
may applied with respect to all territory rav- 
aged ‘with the exception of Belgium. 

Taking up first the subject of destruction, the 
laws Of war permit practically all seizures and 
destruction having a military object; all destruc- 
tion tending to weaken the military forces of the 
enemy, as distinguished from acts calculated only 
to exert psychological pressure or wanton de- 
struction as an end in itself. Public buildings, 
monuments, museums and edifices devoted to re- 
ligion and charity must be respected, where they 
are not being used for hostile purposes. | 

Thus the destruction of French and Belgixa | 
towns by the Germans to cover their last retreat 
and to obstruct the pursuit of the Entente armies, 
appears to have been lawful in principles, despite 
the universal protest that was lodged against | 


To determine, therefore, the actual damages 
for which a belligerent is liable on account of 
destruction resolves itself largely into ascertain- 
ing the amount wrought through wantonness. 

Taking up next the question of requisitions 
which a belligerent may levy, whether in supplies, 
foodstuffs, clothing, means of transport or serv- 
ice, the law very clearly authorizes this, with the 
limitations that they shall be for the support of 
the army and in proportion to the resources of 
the country. They cannot be levied for self-en- 
richment or to be sent back into the state of the 
occupant as plunder. They may be levied only on, 
the authority of the commander and receipts must 
be given. As to these receipts, responsibility is 
nowhere fixed with respect to their redemption, 
although in practice a military occupant who is 
subsequently defeated is generally made to redeem 
them. 


Right to Impose Taxes 


Coming next to contributions an occupying 
belligerent is recognized as a provisional admin- 
istrator of the enemy territory under his control, 
and as such, he functions not only as a military 
authority looking out for the safety and main- 
tenance of his army, but also as the responsible 
head of civil order and administration. He im- 
poses taxes—generally in accordance with the 
rules of assessment and incidence in force—and 
to meet any deficiencies in revenue, whether of 
the civil administration or for the support of his 
army, he may demand additional sums in the 
These shall be collected 


they shall be used strictly for the purposes re- 
ferred to, and for them, as in the case of requisi- 
tions, receipts shall be given, implying no respon- 
sibility for redemption. 

The rights of requisition and contribution will 
be seen to be a recognition, under some regula- 
tion, however, of the old right of an army to 
support itself on the country. 

Taking up last the subject of fines, this is the 
least severe of all of the permissible measures | 
which a military occupant may employ to put | 
down disobedience or persistence on the part of. 
the population. But no fine may lawfully be im- 
posed upon a community on account of acts of 
individuals for which the population cannot be 
regarded as jointly and severally responsible. It 
cannot be imposed as the result of isolated acts 
of resistance or disobedience, although these may 
be punished through action against the offender 
or even against innocent persons. 


Where a community may be reasonably regard- 
ed as collectively responsible for such acts, pun- 
ishment may allowably take the severe form of 
complete destruction of the town. 

By applying these rules in the respective cate- 
gories to the facts as developed by inquiry, it is 
possible to compute with a considerable degree of 
accuracy the liability of a belligerent on account 
of its excesses in occupied territory.

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burnt up many sources and causes of intellectual, 
moral and social waste.

The moral and spiritual values 
have been ground between the upper and nether 
millstones of a psychology without a soul and an

i Thrift an Example 

According to this newest philosophy, no such 
admirable virtue as thrift, for example, could be 
taught, but only the saving of 10-cent pieces or of 
dollar bills, or possibly of Liberty Bonds, as 
separate arts or vocations. Industry, honesty, 
loyalty, charity and truthfulness have been in- 
genuously referred to as vague notions or catch 
words that are very apt to delude the unwary— 
the unwary being probably the unselfish. A sense 
of humor or a flash of common sense, had either 
been present, might have saved us from being 
obliged to listen to all this and to contemplate the 
ideal world as made up of highly competent apple 
polishers and pencil sharpeners early trained to 
their engrossing tasks, and vocationally guided 
to be loyal and charitable to themselves alone. 

What a sense of humor or a flash of common 
sense did not intervene to accomplish the war 
has done. At a critical moment for the history 
of education in the United States the German 
people found occasion to reveal themselves to an 
astonished world as the apostles and representa- 
tives of just this type of philosophy of education 
and of life. Psychology without a soul has been 
a favorite German industry for a long time, and 
organization for‘material gain has been the ruling 
thought of the German people for quite 30 years. 
On this form of psychology and on this form of 
economics as a foundation, the Germans erected 
their superstructure of military autocracy, of in- 
solent aggression, and of lust for world domina- 
tion. With these they instantly challenged the 
rest of the world to cdmbat for its mastery. 


For months, even for years, the issue hung un- 
certainly in the balance; but at last the nations 
that had not surrendered their souls, the nations 
that had not cast aside their moral and spiritual 
ideals to bow down before the idol of material 
gain, the nations that had not put efficiency 
‘above freedom, brought down this proud and 


| boasting Teutonic structure in the dust. Nothing 
in history that aimed so high has ever fallen so 
low, and the effect upon the world’s education 
‘ought to be, must be, instant and overwhelming. 
| We ought now to be spared, at least for a time, 
the vexing spectacle of men in places of authority 
in education and in letters who spend their time 
standing in front of the convex mirror of egotism 
thinking that what they see reflected in it is a 
real world and their own exact relation to it. 


Standards of Efficiency 


The war has taught the lesson that the proper 
place of efficiency is as the servant of.a moral 
ideal, and that efficiency apart from a moral 
ideal is an evil and wicked instrument, which in 
the end can accomplish only disaster. Belgium 
and Serbia, measured by Teutonic standards, were 
inefficient; France was not only inefficient, but 
decadent; Great Britain was not only inefficient, 
but on the point of disruption, and America was 
not only inefficient? but hopelessly given over to 
pleasure and to gain. True it is, not one of these 
nations had kept its ideals as clear and as sharply 
defined as it should have done; but the ideals 
were there none the less. Therefore it was that 
when the attack was made these ideals sprang 
from the hiding places and took command of the 
apparently unorganized and inefficient nations. 
Meanwhile, organized efficiency, immoral and 


tory and philosophy will continue to preside over 
them all, and to offer the largest and most in- 
viting opportunity for the rarest and best-fur= 
nished spirits unforgettably to serve their kind. 
One Shakspeare, one Gibbon, one Aristotle, are 
worth a thousand years of human waiting and 
human travail. *% 

The doctrine of conduct and service will in 
clude the study of both personal and socia! ideals, 


as well as the discipline and the precepts that will 


promote their accomplishment. The doctrine of 
conduct cannot be one of selfishness, of greed or 
of exploitation if it be constantly combined with 
the doctrine of service. Those very qualities and 
characteristics which we have lately Leen told 
cannot be inculcated, such as loyalty, charity, 
truthfulness, are to be unceasingly enjoined, 
{aught and exemplified. 
The doctrine of gainful occupation will include 
both the means and the end of activity for self- 
support and self-dependence. It will, when a 
stage of adequate maturity is reached, add to the 
general knowledge and general discipline of the 
individual that special knowledge and special dis+ 
cipline which will enable him to relate himself to 
the productive activity of the world at some spe- 
cific and useful point in some definite and useful 
way. ° 
The doctrine of reconciliation between ethics 
and economics will inclyde the study of how men 
have attempted to find ways and means of living 
together in harmony and helpfulness, how far 
they have succeeded, in what respects and to what 
extent they have failed and how they may carry 
forward the great experiment in their own time 
to still more fortunate results by making ethics, 
economics and politics not three distinct and 
mutually exclusive or contradictory disciplines, 
but rather three aspects of one and the same dis- 
cipline, which is that of human life, its highest 
achievement and its ripest fruit. ‘

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The care and protection of the public health 
will hereafter assume new importance. Preventive 
medicine, which bas made great strides in recent 
years, is only at the beginning of its history.

He is in daily touch with his fellow- 
members of the union at their work 
and speaks with a unique knowledge 
of actual workshop conditions. But 
in the disputes in which the shop 
stewards have so far been most 
prominent it has happened that they 
have been mew of an advanced and 
aggressive type, whose intervention 
has materially increased the difficul- 
ties of settlement. The shop stew- 
ard movement and the demand for 
local autonomy underlying it, is the

CENTRAL STATE LEGISLATURES 


to 


Expected 
Overshadow All Other Questions 
at Sessions Next Month. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—Prohibition 
will overshadow all other issues in 
the Legislatures of the Central 
States, which will swing under way 
early next month. 

The Ohio Legislature, overwhelm- 
ingly “dry,” wtil have up for adop- 
tion a State-wide prohibition amend- 
ment, 

In Michigan bills will be intro- 
duced to strengthen the State prohi- 
bition law. | 

One of the principal contests at | 
the Illinois session is expected to de- | 
velop over the Federal prohibition 
amendment. The Senate is “dry,” | 
and both sides claim the House. 


Both sides are already claiming | 


victory in the coming fight over 
adoption of the Federal prohibition | 
amendment by the Wisconsin Legis- | 
lature. 

Statutory prohibition will be al 
vital isSue before the Minnesota 
Legislature. 

Besides suffrage and the prohibi- 
tion issue, the North Dakota Late. | 
lature, firmly controlled by the Na- | 
tional Nonpartisan League, is ex- 
pected to take up the measure 
fathered by the league, which in ef- 
fect provides a new State Constitu- 
tion. If the league's bonding and 
State ownership amendments pass, 
legislation might be expected bond- | 
ing the State for the erection of ter- 
minal elevators, grain warehouses, 
flour mills, packing plants and other | 
industries. Matters of local interest | 
will hold sway in South Dakota. | 

In Nebraska, prohibitionists claim | 
sufficient members to ratify the 
Federal prohibition amendment, and 
the “drys” in the Iowa Legislature | 
likewise claim a majority i! both | 
houses for the amendment.

The Story of the House of Finkelstei 


Being a Brief History of the Growth of the 


Garment Industry in St. Louis 


The Vision-of One Man and 
What It Accomplished 


HIS is the story of the growth of the dress and skirt business 
in St. Louis. It is also the story of how one man—Meyer Fink- 


elstein—through his example and influence, has been respon- 
sible for the development of a great women’s wear market 
here from a start of almost nothing. 


Fourteen years ago there were only two or three manufacturers 
of women’s skirts in the city. Their establishments were small, and 
their limited output was of low grade and commonplace design. St. 
Louis had no place whatever as a garment market. Nearly all of the 
women’s wear sold locally was brought in from the outside. 


That was the situation when Meyer Finkelstein embarked in skirt 
making here in 1904. Mr. Finkelstein alreadv had had considerable 
experience in the garment business and it had been apparent to him 
for some time that St. Louis was a garment field of unlimited possi- 
bilities that was being neglected. Here was a city with an immense 
commercial life of its own, and surrounded by one of the richest trade 


territories existing anywhere in the United States, 


sending else- 


where for goods that there was every facility to manufacture at 
home. The only reason for this was the very simple one that the 


' ¢ 
kind of goods the trade required was not being made here. 


Mr. 


Finkelstein believed that if the merchants could obtain in St. Louis 
garments equal in all ways to those they were buying in New York 
and other Eastern markets, they would quickly transfer their pur- 
chases to St. Louis. The transportation saving would be a strong 


inducement in itself. 


That his analysis of the situation was 
accurate was soon proved. Working in 
accordance with the ideas he had for- 
mulated, Mr. Finkelstein began to man- 
ufacture high-grade skirts only, spe- 
cializing on design as well as materials. 
His business ‘‘went’’ almost from the 
start, and has had a continuous, healthy 
enlargement ever since. 


The Finkelstein goods, by unsual fea- 
tures and merits, first gained St. Louis 
popularity. From that the dem&and for 
them gradually spread beyond the con- 
fines of the city and over the Middle 
West. Once they had secured a firm 
hold in the Mississippi Valley, it was 
not long until inquiries for them were 
received from farther away. 


Today buyers come here from all 
parts of the country for Finkelstein 
garments, and their maker's represen- 
tatives visit virtually every statejin the 
Union. His products are equally well 
known in New York and San Franhsiseo, 
in the Twin Cities and El Paso, and™in 
all of the large cities of the country 
they are displayed in the most import- 
ant showrooms and purchased by the 
most exclusive shops. 


Began Making Dresses 

Five years ago Mr. Finkelstein took 
up the manufacture of high/grade 
dresses. At that time the situation as 
to dress production here was much the 
same as it had been with regard to skfrt 
production nine years earlier, except 
that there was but one dress manufac- 
turing concern in the city. With a 
reputation already established and a 
splendid working foree and sales or- 
ganization at his command, Mr. Finkel- 
stein achieved an instantaneous and 
remarkable success in his new field. 
Finkelstein Dresses came quickly into 
the high favor in which Finkelstein 
Skirts had long been held. Although 
he had made previous increases in fa- 
cilities, Mr. Finkelstein’s business now 
expanded so rapidly that to keep pace 
with it. and also to meet insistent de- 
mands that he renew. the manufacture 


of skirts on an extensive scale, he was 
obliged to obtain the new quarters into 
which he has just moved. 


Rise Was Rapid 
This, briefly, is the history of th- 
However, it 


of the other half relates to the growth 
of the garment business here outside of 
the Finkelstein establishment, and how 
it has been aided and fostered by Mr. 
Finkelstein himself, 


If Mr. Finkelstein were the only mal.- 
er of skirts and dresses in St. Louis, or 
even if he were the only important 
manufacturer of them, his own business 
never would have reached its present 
proportions. His prosperity, as he saw 
early, depended upon St. Louis becom- 
ing a recognized market for his line of 
goods, and the one vital thing required 
to make the city a market was the pro- 
duction of goods in sufficient volume 
and variety to attract buyers on a large 
scale. He realized that it was no more 
possible for him, alone, to make St. 
Louis a real garment market than it 
would have been for one shoe manufac- 
turing concern, for instance, to make it 
a great shoe market. 


Fostered Competition 

R. FINKELSTEIN set deliberately 

about building up competition 
with His own business. One of his 
chief aids to this end was his own estab- 
lishment. He watched the young men 
associated with him. Whenever he 
found in one of them the combination 
of ability, balanced judgment and am- 
bition, Mr. Finkelstein encouraged him 
to engage in manufacturing on his own 
account, with the result that a long list 
of the garment making concerns now 
operating successfully here are headed 
by former employes of his. Anyone 
else who, encouraged™by his advance- 
ment and the advancement of others 
already following the way he had 
shown, undertook to enter the field, re- 
ceived a friendly weleome from Mr. 
Finkelstein and such help as he could 
give. 


The outcome of his policy in this re- 
gard is that in St. Louis today there 
are nearly 50 manufacturers of skirts, 
against the two or three 14 years ago, 
and a dozen makers of dresses> com- 
pared with one onlyjfive years ago, 
while in both lines the city has become 
one of the foremost markets in the 
country. Thus, Mr. Finkelstein 
achieved his purpose and benefitted 
himself by assisting others. 


Leadership Recognized 


But both as a maker of skirts and as 
a manufacturer of dresses, the Finkel- 
stein house has held an absolute lead- 
ership. It is without a serious rival in 
either field. The Finkelstein garments 
always have had a distinctiveness and 
a reliability unequaled by any other 
concern’s goods.

us for his design on the part of the 
head of the house equalled by few men 
in the entire country. What this means, 
this talent for patterning garments 
which instantaneously please and later 
hold the fancy, will be readily under- 
stood by any dealer in women’s wear. 
Coupled with exceeding care for quali. 
ty it has enabled Finkelstein produc- 
tions to penetrate into famous Fifth 
avenue shops in New York, among 
others of the highest rank, and to com- 
pete successfully, in a big way, with the 
output of the most fashionable manu- 
facturers of the East. It has heen no 
uncommon experience for a St. Louis 
woman to bring home from New York a 
dress which she believed to be too ele- 
gant to.even be handled by any 8&t. 
Louis dealer, only to discover later that 
it was a Finkelstein garment, made in 
her home city, that she could have pur- 
chased in duplicate here at a large sav- 
ing of money. 

While Mr. Finkelstein always has 
riven special attention to designing, 
and has retained for himself the posi- 
tion of chief of his designing staff, he 
personally supervises all departments 
of his business. One of the points he 
has insisted upon from the beginning, 
and one that has much to do with the 
rating of his goods, is that every stitch 
of work on every Finkelstein garment 
shall be done under the Finkelstein 
roof. This rule extends even to the 
hand embroidering, for which Mr. Fink- 
elstein employs his own specialists, 
whereas many manufacturers let out 
this class of work to others. Also, 
much work ordinarily turned out with 
machines, such as pleating, is entirely 
hand work in Finkelstein goods.

Finkelstein Organization 
N his first year asa manufacturer, 
Mr. Finkelstein began to surround 
himself with a reliable, permanent or- 
ganization and his success in that direc- 
tion has greatly aided his house in re- 
taining leadership. He _ recognized 
what more and more heads of industries 
are learning every year, namely that 
two of the costliest factors any busi- 
ness can have are incompetent help and 
constantly changing help. He first 
sought good workers, and then extend- 
ed to them the treatment that good 
workers deserve, and because of his at- 
titude many of his first employes are 
still in his service, together with a ma- 
jority of those whom he has added to 
his forces as his business. has grown. 
Under all circumstances he has been 
able to preserve his staff virtually in- 
tact, an evidence of the appreciation of 
his employes of his interest in their be- 
half. An illustration of his policy with 
regard to his workers is the fact that he 
has permitted them to share in his suc- 
cess, first in the matter of wages, and 
latterly by means of bonuses. This 
year each employe will receive 5 per 
cent of his or her wages for the year 
as a gift, and the outlook for 1919 is 
such that Mr. Finkelstein expects to be 
able to double the amount of the bonus 
a year hence. 


The relations of the Finkelstein man- - 


agement and employes means much to 
the dealer in Finkelstein garments, for 
a practically unchanged organization, 
year in and year out, is an assurance 
that goods will be maintained up to 
standard, and it eliminates the delays 
and other difficulties s6 often encoun- 
tered because of labor disputes.

To operate the new plant it has 
been necessary to double the number of 
employes, and the Finkelstein payroll 
now bears approximately 200 names.

the city. The floor owgupied was re- 
modeled throughout, and everything 
possible was done in the way of install- 
ing up-to-date equipment, conveniences 
for workers and safety devices. All 
machinery 1s operated with electric 
power, and offices as well as workrooms 
are light, clean and supplied and ar- 
ranged in the best manner to facilitate 
work. One of the important improve- 
ments to the building for which Mr. 


Finklestein arranged is an enclosed fire-. 


proof stairway extending from the 
fourth floor to the first, so that even in 
the event of a dangerous fire, destroying 
the commonly-used exits, the occupants 
of the fourth floor would be able to 
descend to the street through the stair- 
way in safety. 

Typical of many conveniences for 
employes in the new Finkelstein home 
is a sewing room in which girl employes 
are permitted to make clothes for them- 
selves free of charge, on power mach- 
ines placed there for their exclusive 
use. Not only are the rooms and the 
machines at their disposal, but garments 
are cut for them after any house design 
they may select and all ‘‘findings’’ are 


provided, so that the only expense to 
the employe is the cost of the goods. 
For $6 or $7 it is possible for a girl to 
make a dress for herself that would 
cost her anywhere from $25 to $30 in a 
store. 

Another convenience worth at least 
passing notice is a large, well furnished 
dining-room where the, workers may 
eat their lunches in comfortable, cheer- 
ful surroundings and where, following 
a long Gustom in the establishment, cof- 
fee is served free each noonday. 


Business Principles 
ASSING from details to a summing 
up, it may be said that Mr. Finkel- 
stein always has borne in mind that the 
retail business depends for its stability 
upon giving satisfaction to the user, 
and his first aim throughout his career 
has been to produce garments that the 
merchant could offer to the customer 
with the fullest confidence, without 
reservation of any kind, and with the 
knowledge that they would help to es- 
tablish his own reputation for handling 
dependable goods.

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The Viole d’Amour 

An interesting by-path taken by

strings. To begin with, it has seven 
a that are played on with a | 
bow. Beneath these, out of reach of 
|the bow, are stretched seven steel 
strings which are supposed to vibrate 
in sympathy with the bowed strings 
‘and enhance the power of the sound. 
| Berlioz speaks of its “‘sweet, seraphic 
' tone.” 
The strings of the viole d’amour 
|}are tuned strictly in the key of D 
'Major, the lowest string being the 
D one tone above the lowest string 
on the viola, and the highest being 
the D one tone below the violin E 
string. Although larger than the 
orchestral viola, the viole d’amour is 
played in the same position. It is 
said to have remarkable powers for 
playing chords, arpeggios and har- 
monics. 

Bach used the Viole d’Amour in 
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beginning of the war and was for a 
time reported killed. It was untrue, 
however, and three years ago the 
‘French Government sent him and 
several other musicians to America | 
to introduce the ancient instruments 
and music of France, His little banda | 
toured the country giving concerts 
with a unique ensemble of the Quin- 
ton, a treble viol; the Viole d’Amour. | 
the Viole de Gambe, the predecesso: | 
of the violoncello, and the Basse de 
Viole.

YOUNG NATIONS WIL 
NEED WORLD LEAGUE 


Taft Also Declares U. S. Must 
Help in Stamping Out Bol- 
shevism in Russia. 


—_— 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—If for no 


other reason than to provide help 
and guardianship for the new coun- 
tries which are to be carved out of 
the old in Europe, a league of na- 
ttons is needed, William Howard Taft 
said in an address here today before 
the League for Political Education. 


“It is only through a league of 
some power that will restrain inter- 
national friction between these young 
nations and the countries out of 
which they have been carved that we 
can make the experiment of teaching 
government in 10 or 12 places,” Taft 
said. 

“These young nations will need 
help and guardianship of a stronger 
Power, a kindly father who will 
spank them when they depart from 
the rules laid down for them. We 
can create out of those dominions we 
have conquered 10 or 12 or 14 new 
nations. It will not make for peace, 
but war will be certain, unless we 
create a league of nations whose 
duty it ‘shall We to maintain peace.” 

Alluding to Russia, Taft geaid: 
“Bolshevism must be stamped ont 
if intellectual development and prog- 
ress is to be looked for in this 
world,” and that joint action by the 
United States with other nations was 
necessary to keep those other nations 
from being charged with selfish in- 
terests.”’ 

Taft declared the peace conference 
“is actuated by purer motives and 
higher purposes than any congress 
that has ever met, and it is sure to be 
one of the most eruthful sources of 
the definition of international law— 
almost of a codification of it.”

3. It gives to river cities between 
New Orleans and St. Louis, which do 
not now profit by the river service 
ecause of lack of terminals, an as- 
surance of the permanency of the 
service that will prompt immediate 
construction of terminals. 

4. It makes St. Louis the gateway 
of millions of tons of freight annu- 
ally produced in the territory desig- 
nated to benefit by the rates. Chi- 
cago, particularly, has been co-op- 
erating with this city in an effort to 
have the joint rates established, that 
it might benefit by the river revival. 

A. W. Mackie, manager of the 
river service, said that the establish- 
ment of the joint rates was the 
greatest even in the life of the ser- 
vice since its creation. “It is rea- 
sonable to suppose,” he gsaid, “that, 
now that joint river and rail rates 
have been established, joint 
river and ocean rates will fol- 
low, having the efect of creating 
joint rail, river and ocean rates 
which will tend to divert the ship- 
ments of immense tonnage of Mis- 
sissippi Valley products which now 
move east and west by rail to New 
York and thence abroad, south over 
the river and thence to New York cr 
abroad. 

Vast Tonnage Through St. Louis. 

“All this tonnage will pass 
through St. Louis and naturally will 
pay its tribute to this city. I think 
it a safe prediction that soon the 
river at S. Louis will be lined wih 
warehouses, the distributing point of 
many large industries of the Middle 
West.” 

Some disappointment was ex- 
pressed among traffic managers of 
St. Louis manufacturers and jobbers 
that the new joint rates did not ex- 
tend to West Louisiana and Southern 
Texas and to the Southeastern states, 
now shut off to St. Louis trade to a 
great extent by the existence of 
cheap water rates from New York. 
They interpreted the order to con- 
fine the territory at the southern end 
to the immediate vicinity of New Or- 
leains and river points such as Vicks- 
burg and Baton Rouge. 

“If the southern territory has not 
been opened by these rates, P. W. 
Coyle, traffic manager of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce said, “I fell certain 
that subsequent rate orders will ex- 
tend the rail and water rates to in- 
clude the desired southern terri- 


tory.”

While Government operation of! 
the railroads has materially increased 
the pay of railroad trainmen, W. G. | 
Lee, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, who is in S8t. 
Louis, is not in favor of making the 
war system permanent. No vote 
has been taken on the question by 
the organization. 

Lee thinks the transportation ma- 
chinery of the country will in due 
season be returned to private own- 
ership, and that the outlook for a 
better understanding between the 
railroad officials and the employes 
is bright. The war, he says, has 
produced some wonderful instances 
of co-operation, in which the rail- 
road people have done their share, 
the officials as well as the men. 

‘“T have in mind,” he said, “the 
record made by the Board of Adjust- 
ment which passed on all disputes 
growing out of the readjustment of. 
railway wages. This board was com- | 
posed of four railroad officials and | 
an equal number of representatives 
of the employes’ organizations. We 
agreed that there would be no 
strikes and that we would abide by 
the decision of this board. In some 
300 cases the disputes were amica- 
bly adjusted, without the semblance 
of a deadlock. Now, wouldn't it be 
good policy to continue such an or- 
ganization with a return to private 
operation ?”’ 

Candidate Indorsed. 

It developed from Lee's visit to} 
St. Louis that the big railroad broth- 
erhoods had made a recommendation 
to President Wilson of a successor 
to Secretary McAdoo as Director- 
General. Lee said the choice of the 
organizations was a former member 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and that he had no direct 
connection either with the railroads 
or the big railroad labor organiza- 
tions, Secretary Lane of the In- | 
terior Department fits this descrip- | 
tion, but Lee would mention no 
name,

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LIPSNFR’S CHARGES NFNNUNCEN 
AS TISSUE OF MISSTATEMENTS 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Post- 
master-General Burleson wrote Capt 
Benjamin Lipsner today, in accept- 
ing his resignation as superintend- 
ent of the aerial mail service, that 
charges made public by him in 
leaving the office were, from begin- 
ning to end, a tissue of misstate- 
ments upon matter “of which you 
should have been fully conversant.”’ 

Capt. Lipsner was quoted last 
night as saying he resigned because 
he had been informed that novices 
were to be placed in charge of im-| 
portant branches of the service and | 
that special airnlanes are to be built 
for cerrying mail. 

“The statement that the Postoffice 
Department has considered or au- 
thorized extensive altcrations on mil- 
itary airplanes which the War De- 
partment is turning over to it has no 
foundation except in your Imagina- 
tion,” said Burleson, who added: 
“Except for the application of skiis 
to the running gear of planes, to 
facilitate landing tn snow, as recom- 
mended by you, and for experimental 
modification of three de-Haviland | 
planes to decrease landing speed and 
minor modifications to facilitate 
loading of mafl, nothing has been 
authorized.” 

So far from ordering new con- 
struction, the letter adds, Assistant 
Postmaster-General Prager refused 
to authorize the construction of a 
fleet of twin motored mail planes 
recommended by Capt. Lipsner. His 
assertion that novices are to be em- 
ployed in the service, Burleson said, | 
“is on a par with the other satate- | 
ments,’ since the two new officials | 
appointed are aviators, which you | 
are not.” 

In connection with Capt. Lipsnerf 
retirement, Burleson announced the

ABOLITON OF PUBL 
SERVICE BODY FAVORED 


Kansas City Executive Expects 
Conference of State Mayors 
There Will Demand That 
It Go. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. | 

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 7.—The meet- | 
ing of Missouri Mayors, called for | 
Monday at Kansas City by Mayor) 
James Cowgill, to form an organiza- | 
tion to urge the calling of a conven- | 
tion to frame a new Missouri consti-. 
tution, is expected here to develop a/| 
strong demand for abolishing the | 
Missouri Public Service Commission, | 
and it may be that that will be the 
principal business considered at the | 
conference. | 

Cowgill is taking the lead in the) 
movement, and today told a Post-.| 
Dispatch reporter that he favored 
abolishing the Commission, and, 
should that not prove advisable, he | 
would urge upon the conference that | 
it insist that the Legislature amend | 
the Public Service Commission law | 
in important details. | 

“I believe each city should have. 
the right to regulate the public utili- 
ties serving that city,”’ Cowgill said, | 
“and one of the principal matters | 
which will be discussed at our meet- | 
ing Monday will be the relations of 
cities and public utility companies. | 

“In my opinion, the Commission | 
could just as well be abolished for all 
the good that is accruing to the pub- 
lic. So far as I have been able to 
learn, the Commission has done lit- | 
tle except increase rates. It is main- 
tained at a big public expense and, 
while I do not wish to be understood | 
as saying that the rates increased | 
should not have been increased, I do} 
not believe it proper for the public to 
pay the cost of protesting the utill- | 
ties. | 

Nullifies Contracts on Rates. | 

“The commission has seen fit to: 
hold thait contracts made by cities 
with public utilities, in which rates. 
are fixed, are not binding as to rates. | 
I cannot see any reason why a con-| 
tract of a city with a public utility. 
company! should not be as binding as'/ 
any other contract. | 

“If it is not deemed advisable to/| 
abolish the commission, we should 
at least demand of the Legislature 
that it so amend the laws as to make | 
such contracts binding. 

“I have received letters from the! 
Mayors of a number of Missouri, 
cities and they are of the opinion | 
that each city should regulate the 
utilities in it. I would not be sur-| 
prised if there was an almost unani- | 
mous sentiment of those who attend | 
the meeting in favor of abolishing | 
the commission.” 

Cowgill has invited the Mayor of 
every Missouri city of more than 
1500 population to attend the con-| 
ference, and also the commercial | 
clubs and Chambers of Commerce of 
the cities, to send representatives. He | 
expects that the attendance will be’ 
about 100. 

Primarily, the purpose of the con- | 
ference is to create an organization | 
which would get solidly back of the’ 
movement for a new Missouri Con- | 
stitution. | 

Defeated by Selfish Interests. 

In nearly every Legislature f6ér the 
past 10 years there has been an ef-| 
fort to obtain the passage of a bill 
calling a constitutional convention, 
but each time it has been defeated 
largely through the opposition of the | 
public utility corporations, the rai)- 
roads and the liquor interests, all of | 
which feared that any new Consti-| 
tution framed would contain features | 
to which they would object. | 

It was pointed out by Mayor Cow- | 
gill today that it is the experience | 
in each election that it is impossible | 
to amend the Constitution. ,. Merito- 
rious amendments have been defeat- 
ed each time for the reason that self- 
ish interests have placed on the ba}- 
lot proposed amendments to which | 
there was wicespread objection. In | 
this class are the prohibition and | 
single tax amendments. To insure | 
their defeat, their Opponents have | 
consistently voted against all amend- | 
ments. |

ttle put off by appearances, as 
the average woman of 48. The doc- 
trine will, perhaps, arouse a pro- 
test. But an appeal to a few obvious 
facts will sustain my contention, 
despite the vast accumulation of 
romantic rubbish to the contrary. 

Turn, for example, to the field in 
which the two sexes most constant- 
ly come into conflict and in which, 
as a result, their habits of mind are 
most clearly contrastéd—to the 
field, to wit, of monogamous Mar- 
riage. Surely, no long argument is 
needed to demonstrate the superior 
effectiveness of women here, their 
greater self-possession, their saner 
weighing of considerations, their 
higher power of resisting emotional

LAS for Mere Man! For generations «canny 
woman has been making him believe himself 
a demigod, when he is, as she knows perfectly 
well, only a numskull, Without @ woman to 

rule him and think for him, he is merely a baby with 

whiskers — as lamentable a spectacle as one can 
imagine. 

Men enjoy having women mother them — without 
suspecting that the women all the time are just pity- 
ing their helplessness, their shoddy and preposterous 
souls, their touching selfdelusions. If any male of the 
human species dares look at himself in a mirror which 
does not flatter, and if the female of the corresponding 
genus can bear to have her secret thoughts about man 
brought to pitiless light—then let them read the fol- 
lowing extracts from “Defense of Women,” the tatest 
book of that keen satirist, H. L. Mencken (Goodman): 


MAN'S woman folk, whatever their out- 
ward show of respect, always regard him 
secretly as an ass, and with something 
akin to pity. His most gaudy sayings 
and doings seldom deceive them; they 
see the actual man within, and know 
him for a shallow and pathetic fellow. 
perhaps, lies one of the best proofs of 


In this fact, 
feminine intelligence, which is simply a sharp and 
accurate perception of reality, an habitual immunity 
to emotional disenchantment, a relentless capacity for 
distinguishing clearly between the appearance and the 


substance. The appearance, in the normal family 
circle, is a hero, a magnifico, a demigod; the substance 
is a poor mountebank. 

A man’s wife labors under no illusions: She may 
envy her husband in certain details. She may envy 
him his masculine liberties, his invulnerable com- 
placency, his talent for petty vices, his soothing ro- 
manticism. But she never envies him his puerile ego; 
she never envies him his shoddy and preposterous soul. 

This shrewd perception of masculine bombast and 
make-belfeve, this acute understanding of man as the 
eternal tragic comedian, is at the bottom of that 
compassionate irony which passes under the name of 
the maternal instinct. A woman wishes to nother a 
man simply because she sees into his helplessness, his 
need of an amiable environment, his touching self-de- 
Insion. That ironical note is not only apparent daily 
in real life; it sets the whole tone of feminine fiction. 
1 can't recall a single masculine figure created by a 
woman novelist, from Daniel Deronda to Ethan Frome, 
who is not, at bottom, a booby. 

It is not necessary to bring up a vast mass of gratu- 
jtous evidence to establish what should be a maxim. 
As well devote a laborious volume to the lascivious- 
ness of Puritans or the tmbecility of Congressmen. 

Women are not only intelligent; they have almost 
a monopoly on certain of the subtler and more utile 
forms of intelligence. Men are strong. Men are 
brave in physical combat. Men have sentiment. Men 
are romantic and love what they conceive to be virtue 
and beauty. Men incline to faith, hope and charity. 
Men know how to sweat and endure. Men are amiable 
and fond. In other words, the essential traits and 
qualities of the male, the hall-marks of the masculine, 
gre at the same time the hall-marks of the numskul) 
The eaveman is all muscles and mush. Without a 
woman to rule him and think for him, he is a truly 
lamentable spectacle, a baby with whiskers.

Find me an obviously intelligent man, free from 
sentimentality and illusion; bard to deceive, a man of 
the first class, and I'll show you a man with a wide 
streak of woman in him. Bonaparte had it; Goethe 
had it; Herbert Spencer had it; Bismarck had it. It 
would be an easy matter, indeed, to demonstrate that 
superior talent in man is practically always a function 
of this feminine flavor—that complete masculinity 
and stupidity are indistinguishable. Man, without a 
saving touch of woman in him, is too doltish, too naif 
and romantic, too easily deluded and lulled to sleep 
by his imagination to be anything above a cavalryman, 
a theologian or a stock broker. 

A man thinks that he is more intelligent than his 
wife because he can add up a column of figures more 
accurately, and because he understands the imbecile 
jargon of baseball and the market, and because he is 
able to distinguish between the ideas of rival politi- 
cians, and because he is privy to the minutiae of some 
sordid and degrading business or profession, say, soap- 
selling or the law. But these are merely superficial 
accomplishments, and their acquirement puts little 
more strain on the mental powers than a chimpanzee 
suffers Im learning how to catch a penny or scratch 
a match. 

The whole bag of tricks of the average business 
man, or even of the average professional man, is in- 
ordinately childish. It takes no more actual sagacity 
tc carry on the everyday hawking and haggling of the 
world. or to ladle out its normal doses of bad medi- 
cine and worse law, than it takes to operate a taxicab 
or fry a pan of fish. The late Charles Francis Adams, 
after a long lifetime in intimate association with some 
of the chief men of affairs of the nation, reported in 
his old age that he had never heard a single one of 
them say anything worth hearing. These were vig- 
orous and masculine men, and in a man’s world they 
were successful men, but intellectually they were 
all but blank cartridges. Their very capacity to master 
and retain such balderdash as constitutes their stock 
in trade is proof of their mental inferiority. 


This theory is of dignified antiquity, and is borne 
out by the familiar incompetency of first-rate men for 
what are called practical concerns. One couhl not 
think of Aristotle or Beethoven multiplying 3,472,701 
by 99,999 without making a mistake. First-rate men 
are bad at tying neckties, do not understand baseball, 
are flabbergasted by double-entry bookkeeping, and 
know nothing of party politics. And their lack of 
skill at manual and mental tricks—which must in- 
evitably appear to a barber or a dentist as stupidity 
and to a successful hay and feed dealer as down- 
right imbecility—is a character that men of the first 
class share with women of the first, second and even 
third classes. 

It is a commonplace of observation that a house- 
wife who knows how to cook, or who can make her 
own clothes with enough skill to conceal the fact, or 
is competent to instruct her children in the elements 
of morals, learning and hygiene, is very rare indeed, 
and when encountered, is not usually esteemed for her 
general intelligence. This is particularly true in the 
United States. Nowhere else in the world do women 
show a higher level of intelligence. And nowhere else 
is there a more inept handling of the whole domestic 
economy. It is no mere coimcidence that the land of 
the emancipated women is also the land of canned 
pork and beans, and of everything else readymade. 
in brief, women, when they get a chance, rebel against 


suggestions. The very fact that 
marriages occur at all is a proof of 
this, indeed. 

For it is plainly to a man’s in- 
terest to avoid marriage as long 
as possible, and as plainly to a woman's inter- 
est to make a favorable marriage as s00n a5 pos- 
sible. Which side commonly prevails in the duei? | 
leave the verdict to the jury. All normal men fight 
the thing off; some men are successful for relatively 
long periods; a few extraordinarily intelligent and 
courageous men (or perhaps merely lucky ones) 
escape altogether. But, taking one generation with 
another, the average man is duly married and the 
average woman gets a husband. Thus the great ma- 
jority of women, in this clear-cut and endless conflict, 
make manifest their substantial superiority to the 
great majority of men. 

Not Many men gain anything of net value by mar- 
riage, as the institution is now met with, and any 
benefits are plainly overborne by crushing disadvan- 
tages. Any man in full possession of the modest facul- 
ties that nature commonly apportions to him is at 
least far enough above idiocy to realize that marriage 
is a bargain in which he gets the worst of it, even 
when, in some detail, he makes a visible gain. 

No man ever, I believe, wants all that marriage 
offers and implies. He wants no more than certain 
parts. He may desire a housekeeper to protect his 
goods and entertain his friends—but he may shrink 
from the thought of sharing his bathtub with anyone, 
and homecooking may be downright poisonous to him. 
He may yearn for a son to pray at bis tomb—and yet 
suffer acutely at the mere approach of relatives-in- 
law. He may want company and not intimacy, or 
intimacy and not company. He may want a cook and 
not a partner in his business, or a partner and not a 
cook. But in order to get the precise thing or things 
that he wants, he has to take a lot of things that he 
does not want—that no sane man, in tfuth, could imag- 
inably want. It is to the enterprise of forcing him 
into this almost Arminean bargain that the woman of 
his “choice” addresses herself. And she almost in- 
variably succeeds. 


When a man marries it ie no more than a sign that. 


the feminine talent for persuasion and intimidation— 
i. e., the feminine talent for survival in a world of 
clashing concepts and desires, the feminine compe- 
tence and intelligence—has forced him into a more 
or less abhorrent compromise with his own honest in- 
clinations and best interests. 

When I observe the dangers to which man is con- 
stantly exposed, through his stupid conscientiousness 
and dull sentimentality, the 
within me, and I am moved to 
scheme of things entire. 


This plan, revolutionary as it hag seem, would 
have severa) plain advantages. For one t - it 
would purge the deadly business of marriage of the 
romantic fol-de-rol that now corrupts it, and so make 
for the peace and happiness of the race.

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UST about noon on a bright October morn- 
ing—one of those days when everybody feels 
like getting outdoors—Dr. Frank Moore, 
Superintendent of the New Jersey Reforma- 
tory at Rahway, stood in his office facing 
Smithy, the worst inmate.

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Because Smithy Kept His Word 


Honor system was inaugurated at East- 
ern prison, where for 10 years past 
50 per cent of inmates have been out 
on parole, and not one has ever 
failed to return at hour promised— 
One convict, out driving track with- 
out guard, saved scores of lives at 
risk of his own in munitions explo- 
sion at Morgan, N. J. 2: 3: 


when other events, for which the Smithy episode forms 
a fitting prelude, have been occuring. 

Smithy, by giving and keeping his word of honor, 
was directly responsible for the saving of 100 or more 
lives during the terrific trinitrotoluol explosions at the 
Government shell-loading plant at Morgan, N. J., on 
the night of Friday, Oct. 5. 

There were 716 other inmates of the reformatory 
at the time Smithy gave his word and kept it. Prob- 
abiy 500 of them thought as much of their word of 
honor as Smithy did, and they didn’t hesitate to say so. 
They, too, wanted a chance to get out: not because 
there was any necessity for it, but just because they 
wanted to prove to the officers and to the other in- 
mates that they would come back again. 

So Dr. Moore encouraged them in that be- 
lief. He introduced an honor parole system. 
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Smiths The funeral was to be at il o'clock the 
following morning, and Smithy was to be back in the 
reformatory at 3 p. m. 

Two-thirds of the reformatory officers 
he never would come back. They knew Smithy. 
had his record. e 

More than two-thirds of the reformatory inmates 
predicted Smithy would be back before 3 o'clock. They 
seid they knew Smithy better than the officers did. 
Of the other one-third, some had doubts; some said 
‘they'd be willing to believe he’d come back when they 
saw him walk in. Some were sure they'd seen the last 
of him. He'd never come back to Rahway. They 
knew Smithy so well they could read him just like a 
book. They'd kissed him good-by and the ‘supe’ was 
in Dutch for fair 

That night and next morning Smithy was the topic 
of conversation around the reformatory. In _ fact 
Smithy did go straight home. Next morning he stood 
at the graveside supporting his mother during the re- 
cital of the last pravers for the dead. And at 10 min- 
utes to 3 that afternoon he rang the reformatory 
door bell for admittance. In his left hand was a $1! 
Bill. which he handed to Dr. Moore with a few words 
of thanks for the Superintendent's kindness in letting 
him go to the funeral, and hoping the Superintendent 
had found him as good as his word for once, and hop- 
ing further that from now on his old record would be 
wiped off the slate, because he was going to try hard 
to make good.

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That was 10 years ago. Today fully 50 per 
cent of the inmates are availing themselves 
of it. And in all that 10 years not one man 
who was let out on his promise to return at 
a stated hour has failed to keep his word. 

“I'd feel sorry,” said Dr. Moore, “for any 
man who had broken his word if the other 
inmates ever got hold of him. I used to say 
that the first man out on leave who failed to 
return on time would be turned loose among 
the other inmates. But they all came back. A 
19 vears’ trial has proved that the plan works 
out successfully. Over at the reformatory 
farm at Annandale we keep from 15 to 20 in- 
mates quartered in two old farmhouses. 
They're all alone out there. Nobody is watch- 
ing them to see they do not escape. There are 
no armed guards, no walls, no bloodbounds. 
These men are there on their honor and they'll 
stay, every one of them, until we bring them 
in. [f visit them every week or two to see how 
they are getting along and how the farm work 
is progressing. 

“Another big squad is working at Cartaret. 
Others are working on farms and on the State 
roads. They have no guards or keepers with 
them. Every morning the motor trucks take 
them to work. At night the trucks bring them 
baci here again.” 

The operation of this parole svstem ex- 
plains why Alfred O’Brien, a reformatory in- 
mate, happened to be on his way back to Rah- 
way from Trenton on the night of the big dis- 
aster at Morgan. O’Brien is a motor truck 
driver. His particular job at the reformatory 
is to drive a two-ton truck. In it he takes 
loads of tinware and other reformatory- 
made products to Trenton and other far- 
distant parts of the State. He always goes 
alone. He isn't padlocked to the seat, his 
clothes are like those of an ordinary truck 
driver. 

Immediately after the first awful explosion 
at 7:40 p. m., when 7000 pounds of trinitro- 
toluol] let loose, O’Brien headed for the shell- 
loading plant. The bombardment has been 
described as terrific. Those who were right 
there have declared that “terrific” isn't the 
correct word. The village of Morgan was 
wiped out of existence at the first blast,’94 
workmen and other civilians were killed and 50 se- 
riously injured. The property loss was $25,000,000. 

Those who were able to were trying to escape from 
the danger zone when O’Brien got there. There were 
100,000 pounds of trinitrotoluol and amythol stored in 
the shell-loading plant and it might let go at any 
moment. O’Brien and his truck furnished transporta- 
tion for hundreds of fugitives that night. It seems a 
miracle that he wasn't killed and his truck blown to 
bits. He carried load after load from Morgan to 
South Amboy. The reformatory officials knew where 
O'Brien was. They were satisfied. O’Brien was there 
rendering first aid as representative of the reforma- 
tory system That night more than 500 refugees 
found shelter in the reTformatory. 

The heroism of O'Brien was called to the attention 
ot the State Department of Charities and Correction, 
and a letter was sent to Dr. Moore and read before 
the inmates extolling O'Brien's bravery. The Re- 
formatory Board, acting upon a request of the Super- 
intendent, probably will present a petition to the 
State Court of Pardons at the next meeting asking 
tbat O’Brien be pardoned and restored to citizenship. 


So, if O'Brien gets out he ought to bunt up Smithy 
ard thank him for keeping his word. 

And he is far from being the only one who ought 
to thank Smithy. Every prisoner at this institution 
in the last ten vears who has been paroled from the 
gloomy and solitary cell, from the stern restrictions 
of existence within prison walls, should be grateful 
to the Superintendent who had a kindly impulse, and 
secondly to the prisoner who gave his word of honor 
and kept it

Miss Jean Farmer, information clerk of the board, 
who is 23 years old, had no business experience before 
the war. When she selected that position as the one 
in which she could best serve, she picked what a house- 
breaker calls a “mean lay,’”’ when he is talking about 
a house that bas an Arclight on each side, with a new 
policeman on the beat trying for promotion. 
it was a tough job. - 

It required a thorough knowledge of the draft law 
and of the hundreds of supplementary regulations, 
which were changed and enlarged 
constantly. It required efficiency { 
and dispatch in the case of the 
business man who wanted to know 
how to support his employes’ 
claims; sympathy for the mother 
who wanted to appeal in behalf of 
her son, and brusqueness for the 
inquirer who didn’t realize that he 
had been spotted as a slacker the 
minute he came through the door.

Miss Farmer took the job, it is 
estimated that she has answered 
more than 25,000 questions, of 
which it is doubtful if any two 
were exactly alike. It is never 
possible to please so many people, 
but it is not on record that the in- 
formation clerk ever lost her tem- 
per or made a sarcastic reply. 


“IT want to know whether my 
wife has to fill out her part of 
my questionnaire; she is a patient 
at the insane asylum,”’ stated one 
man. This might appear to some a 
humorous situation, but a mo- 
ment’s thought will show it was not. The man was 
serious; he had asked because he didn’t know what 
to do. His wife’s misfortune was a terrible tragedy 
to him, and any answer but a comprehending and 
sympathetic one would have wounded him deeply, and 
that while be was trying to do his patriotic duty. 


However, there were funny ones—hundreds of them. 
A large negro woman flounced into the office, which 
is on the thirteenth floor of the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building, not long ago. 

“My husband’s goin’ to be put in the ahmy, an’ tain't 
right,” she declared. A reference to the files proved 
that the man was in Class ?—a deferred class in which 
men are placed whose wives could support them- 
selves if the husband was called. Miss Earmer as- 
sured the complainer that there was little probability 
he would be called. 

“Probability nothin’! exclaimed the caller. “I! 
know he’s goin’. to be called,” and, with the air of 
one who cannot be disputed, she produced an ad- 
vertising circular which had been mailed to her hus-

“You soon will be called to serve your country. 

“Buy your wrist watth now.” - 

Letters to President Wilson and Mrs. Wilson were 
frequently received. One informed Mr. Wilson that 
“I have already written to Mr. Headquarters and re- 
ceived no reply; if I don’t get one I’m going to write to 
Uncle Sam hisself.” Another woman wrote: “Mrs. Wil- 
son, I need help bad; see if the President can’t help me.” 

Some of the other quaint passages from letters re- 
ceived by the Appeals Board were these: “I am left 
with a baby 7 months old, as she is a baby and can’t 
work.”” “I received my insurance polish” (policy). 
“IT ain’t received no pay since my 
husband has been gone from no- 
where.” “You have taken my man 
away to fight and he was the best 
fighter I ever had.” “Now you 
will have to keep me or who in 
hell will if you don’t?” And, “My 
son is in —— Company: please 
tell me if he is living or dead, and 
if so what is his address?” One 
woman asked whether her allow- 
ance would be increased since her 
husband had been put in charge 
of a “spittoon” (platoon). 


Then there was the case of the 
man ,who wasn't taking 
chances on disobeying regulations. 
“T want to know if I ean spend my 
last evening at home,” he inquired. 
He was pressed for more détails. 
“I'm to go away with a contingent 
in the morning, and | wondered 
whether | could spend my last 
evening with my folks,” he eluci- 
dated. He was told to spend it 
where and how he desired. 


In the draft was no place for 
a man to be if he had any secrets. 
There was no such thing as keep- 
ing anything dark from Uncle Sam. But the diminutive 
negro didn’t know that when’ he came in to learn how 
he could get his “question papers.”” He was told that 
the questionnaire should be sent from the place he 
was registered, but he was reticent when asked where 
that was. He tried every other tack, but finally ca- 
pitulated. 

“Well, I'll tell you all,” he said. ‘Fact is, I got into 
a little trouble and when I registered I was in the 
Tennessee Penitentiary down to Nashville.”’ 

The degree to which some registrants considered 
themselves essential to the industrial welfare of the 
country was sometimes startling, as in the case of the 
man who proposed the imperative query: “In what 
class would you put a man who is the heart and soul 
of the clothing business?” 

Many weird puzzles of English “as she is writ’ had 
to be deciphered, such as these extracts from letters 
actually received: “I hope I am writing for inflama- 
tion.” “He was inducted into the surface.” “I needed 
his assistance to keep enclosed” (in clothes). “I am 
his wife and only air.”

These questions loom up as big as a stone wall in

To every question asked 
there is an answer, a decid- 
edly satisfactory answer, if 
the soldier desiring a change, 
a new field, a better chance, 
goes to the right place. 

For a divisional office of 
the federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education has been 
opened in St. Louis and is 
being staffed to meet the 
needs of the returned sol- 
diers. That office has listed 
3000 men from the four 
states mentioned, in varying 
stages of disability.

where he will be kept for the time needed to complete 
his education. Cost is not the primary consideration in 
determining the reclamation of any disabled man, but 
rather the most effective procedure to get the man in 
an occupation ‘for which he is suited. 

In reorganizing the work in the United States the 
board has the experience of England, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, France, Belgium and Serbia to draw from, ex- 
tending over four years of war. In this connection 
it might be well to cite that the British Ministry, to 
Aug. 31 ofthis year, was working out the education 
and care of 421,877 disabled soldiers, officers and men. 
What has been done for these men is well illustrated 
by a survey of the results in Canada, taken at ran- 
dom from a recent report. Here is the way their 
reports read: 

Case A—Farmhand, gunshot wound in head; took 
tractor, gas engine and farm machinery course; found 
ready employment operating a farm tractor at $100 a 
month: 

Case C—Farmhand, back Injured in a mine explo- 
sion in France; graduated from farm tractor course 
and was employed in 1918 operating a farm tractor 
at $5 a day and board on a large wheat farm. 


Case E-—Farmer, took farm machinery and gas en- 


gine course; now traveling salesman for farm ma- 
chinery house, drawing $80 a month minimum salary, 
expense account and commission on his sales. 

Case F—Ordinary teamster, suffered severe shell 
wounds; took motor mechanics’ course; now employed 
as chauffeur at $80 a month. Salary’as teamster was 
$1.25 a day. 

Case I—Clerk, incapacitated by shell wounds; took 
motor mechanics’ course and is employed on a large 
wheat farm as tractor operator at $85 a month and 
board. 

Case J—Theatrical stage hand, contracted a stiffness 
in left shoulder; took motor mechanics’ course: now 
einployed as chauffeur at $24 a week. 

Case P-—-Telephone lineman, left leg injured by bul- 
let wounds; took electrical engineering; now receiv- 
ing $110 a month and is in charge of a powerhouse. 

Case Q—Car repairer, disabled by pneumonia and 
measles; took course in oxy-acetylene weldiiig; now 
employed by the Canadian railway at 54 cents an hour. 

All the accomplishments of any other nation will be 
duplicated by the American board. A soldier will be 
taught anything, from basket weaving, piano tuning, 
or furnace repairing to the most technical of the voca- 
tions. Several already have applied here to be instruct- 
ed as accountants, bookkeepers, stenographers and the 
like. They will be sent to any of the colleges or uni- 
versities or any of the business colleges that have the 
recognized standard business courses, or trained in 
shop or office. 

If the disabled soldier has lost a leg or an arm the 
Government will buy him this appliance, renew it when 
worn out or repair it when it is broken. To get the 
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ERIOUSNESS is a great thing in this life— 
in fact, it's about the most serious thing 
there is. That's the general idea | got 
from some remarks of Mary Lansing’s to 
young Van that day at the new schoolhous-.

YEAR ago the towns of Tuscumbia, Shef- 
field and Florence, Ala, in the hills 
flanking the Tennessee River, were 
struggling for a mere existence. Their 
merchants were staggering along, “some 
of us,” as one said, “with our feet in 
the bankruptcy court.’ The population 
o; the three towns was about 15,000. Today they are 
built up till each overlaps the others, their population 
is near the 50,000 total, merchants are turning stocks 
twice and three times a quarter, banks are bulging 
with deposits and real estate is bringing an unheard-of 
price. 

Who was the Alladin whose lamp-rubbing unearthed 
such magic? 

Why, Uncle Sam himself. Right next door to these 
three cities, at Muscle Shoals, he began erecting a 
$60,000,000 industry, two hydro-electric plants to man- 
ufacture nitrates from the air. Primarily, this product 
was to be made into explosives to help beat Germany 
to her knees. 

But the cessation of war is not going to mean that 
this huge plant is wasted. On the contrary, it means 
that peace time promises it a larger development than 
before, for nitrates form a major element in the most 
widely used fertilizers of agriculture. 

Extracting nitrates from the air, an unlimited, close- 
at-hand source for this vitalizing agent, is a costly 
undertaking. It requires enormous power, power that 
is not only plentiful, but cheaply produced, and the 
only source meeting these requirements is water- 
power. The Government found it at Muscle Shoals, 
between Sheffield and Florence, and the trail to the 
new Eldorado was struck. 

Since the day ground for the two nitrate plants was 
broken, up to the present time, labor has flocked to 
Northern Alabama from all points of the compass. 
Wages against which private enterprise can not hope 
to compete is drawing skilled and unskilled workers of 
every description in a never-ending stream. Every 
train adds its quota to the congestion and more can be 


used. 
Plant No. | is between Sheffield and Florence. Plant 


No. 2 is between Sheffield and Tuscumbia. Both jobs 
will be completed shortly, and with them will be built 
two dams across the river that will develop more 
horsepower than Niagara Falls. é, 

A large percentage of the Government’s 20,000 work- 
ers on the two jobs are housed and fed on the Govern- 
ment’s reservation at the shoals. The unskilled work- 
men are quartered in bunkhouses, 200 to each house. 
They are fed in huge dining halls having seating ca- 
pacity of several hundred, at 25 cents a meal—a meal 
that cannot be duplicated in town at 75 cents. The 
Government not only gives them their lodging free, 
but provides them with free medical attention, fur- 
nishes them amusements and does all in its power to 
make their life on the reservation so pleasant and re- 
munerative they will not become dissatisfied. 

“Stay on the job,” read signs conspicuously displayed 
all over the grounds. And most of them stay. They 
are making more money than they ever made before, 
and the “Tri-Cities” are reaping the benefit.

Being ‘full up,” there is no occasion for the hotels 
maintaining “barkers’’ at the depot. Instead of this 
type of hustler, newcomers are greeted with the lusty 
ery of labor agents competing for nitrate plant “pros- 
pects.” 

“Westinghouse baggage over here!" 

“This way for J. G. White!” 

And in unison: é 

“Free taxi to the plant!’’ and the grabbing begins. 

The ‘free taxi’’ is a springless, three-ton truck, and 
the trip three miles over the roughest road in Dixie. 


Although the three towns are connected with a 
street car line that is afflicted with constant break- 
down because of an overloaded plant, there is no elec- 
tric. transportation between~town™and Plant No. 2. 
What a find for the jitney! Accordingly, jitney lines 
sprang up over night. The fare to and from town to 
the plant is 50 cents, and the road is black with 
“flivvers.” 

One of the taxi drivers is an instructor in chemisirv 
in an Alabama high school. He drove to Sheffield from 
his home, a distance of 40 miles, intending to take 
employment in the chemical research laboratory at 
Plant No. 2. The position was not ready for him. 

“I had lots of time and nothing to do,” he explained, 
“go I put my car to use. I guess I'll stay a while. 
In 10 days I have cleared, over all my expenses, in- 
cluding oil, gas, repairs, lodging and meals, $125." 

There are many doing even better than that. Though 
money is on the rampage in the “Tri-Cities,” the work- 
ers do not necessarily spend all they make. Payday 
at the plants is a busy day, and the demand at the 
postoffice for money orders is tremendous. Money 
order lines form early and stay late, and the same 
may be said of the lineups before receiving tellers in 
a half-dozen banks. 

At present the hardest problem facing civil author- 
ities of the three towns is the housing situation. The 
demand far exceeds the supply and the situation has 
become so serious, not only in the “Tri-Cities” them- 
selves, but at the plant reservations, that the Gov- 
ernment has stepped in. Contracts have been let for 
the erection of 50 frame dwellings in Sheffield, 50 in

All government, it has been said, is founded on the 
home, and so most of the questions which came up 
for settlement were based on some domestic situa- 
tion.

Woman’s Eye for Color Utilized 
VERYBODY knows that a woman can match 
colors better than a man. When it is realized 
that some of the most delicate chemical tests 
depend on this ability, it may be understood 

why women are making good in certain branches of 
the chemical industries. Says a writer in The Amer- 
ican Exporter (New York, October): 

“The entrance of chemically trained men into the 
army munition plants and dye industries of the United 
States has created a labor shortage in the laboratories 
or the commercial chemist. To méet this contingency, 
women are being impressed into service as laboratory 
assistants. The type of work for which the women are 
fitted appears to be routine determinations such as 
silicon, evolution sulphur and color carbon. At one 
leading plant all tests are run in duplicate until suffi- 
client confidence can be placed in the ability of the 
women to do accurate work. By observing the results of 
numerous duplicate determinations whi} have beex 
extended over a period of several months it appears 
that the new coworkers are extremely accurate in the

information before the disabled soldier of what he is 
entitled to, notices are being posted at the cantonments 
telling men where they can go when discharged, field 
workers actually are visiting the hospitals, so that no 
soldier will be overlooked; the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. 
and kindred bodies and the newspapers are helping to 
get this information disseminated. 

In this way these men are reached at the moment 
when they are apt to become most disheartened. They 
learn that in England there is a one-armed telephone 
engineer who was a butcher before the war, a hand 
hootmaker who used to be a laborer, a blind waiter 
who became a Masseur, an armless carpenter who now 
is a building inspector, an armles bricklayer who now 
is building airplanes, a clerk who lost his left arm and 
his right hand who now is a draftsman, an office boy 
with his toes gone who has become a chauffeur, a la- 
borer with both legs paralyzed who has learned to run 
20 looms in a cotton mill, unaided. If they can do this 
in England, the soldier decides, they can do it in 
America! At’ the moment the cloud is the darkest the 
sun breaks through. 

When the training has been completed the. soldier 
will be given a tryout in regular work, to learn if he 
bas grasped the lessons taught, to tell if he is phys- 
ically strong enough to do the work and to disclose 
if he has a facility for that kind of employment. Any 
wages he may receive during this period for his work 


disabled man upward and to provide him with train- 
ing for an occupation in which he can become as profi- 
cient-as a normal man, yet it must not be overlooked 
that some of the disabled men will not become fully 
competent to earn the prevailing wage. Therefore, 
where a disabled man is unable, because of his handi- 
cap, to earn the full prevailing wage for his occupa- 
tion, an adjustment, in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the shop is to be made. Where working 
agreements are in effect between employers and em- 
ployes, the regulations thereof will govern the pro- 
cedure in making such adjustments of partial wages. 
If there are no such rules an adjustment is to be made 
by the employer, the employee and a representative 
of the Federal board. Whatever the arrangement, the 
employes’ right to accept or reject it is not impaired 
and he is not to be prejudiced in seeking other employ- 
ment. 


As the official friend and adviser of the disabled 
men, the board will keep in touch with him for such 
period after he enters employment as may be nec- 
essary to complete in each individual case his estab- 
lishment as a civilian worker. He will be protected 
against injustice or exploitation by the adjustment of 
difficulties, if need be, to the extent that he be further 
trained even and placed in another or more desfrable 
employment
